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GUI’s 1977Annual Meeting 
A Quiet and Orderly Affair

Five new board members were elected at last Wednesday’s 
annual meeting of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. Mary Clarke, Donald 
Volk, Margaret Hogenson, Wayne Williams, and Stephen Polaschik. 
These five, comprising three incumbents and two newcomers, now 
take their places on the board of directors for a two-year term. 
A total of 368 members voted, compared to last year’s number of 
participants which was 349. Brick homeowners accounted for 
199 votes, frame owners for 169 (of the total of 1608 GHI homes, 
there are 579 brick or masonry homes, 1000 frames, 25 townhouses 
and 4 free-standing homes). 


New members of the Audit com¬ 
mittee are Arthur Gropp, Bobbi 
McCarthy and George Taube. 

The newly elected Nominations 
and Elections Committee is: Jan¬ 
et James, Angela Morris, Robert 
Son neve kit, Robert Spear and 
James Wright. 

The meeting itself proceeded with 
relatively little of the dissension 
that has marked some similar oc¬ 
casions in the past. Most members 
appeared to support the fuel-saving 
and renovation projects that have 
been a major part of the present 
board’® program. A few disagreed 
with procedural actions of the 
board or its handling of housekeep¬ 
ing matters such as the employee 
pension plan. For their part, the 
directors several times during the 
evening appealed for more member¬ 
ship participation in the many de¬ 
cisions that need to be made. 

President's Report 

The president's annual report, 
delivered by James W. Smith, star¬ 
ted Out by terming the past year 
•f 1976 a “year of accomplishment”, 
and expressed a “sense that we 
have turned around”. Referring to 
1973 as a year of crisis due to the 
sudden fuel shortage which the 
country experienced, Smith noted 
that only about 1,870,000 gallons of 
fuel were consumed this cold win¬ 
ter compared to about 2,270,000 gal¬ 
lons during the milder winter of 
19**. He attributed this mainly to 
the current program of converting 
all steam heat plants to hot water 
heating, 

flntith touched on other action or 
planning items that have been re¬ 
cently implemented by the board, 
such as a capital improvement con¬ 
sisting of court and driveway resur¬ 
facing, which he stated is about 
to begin; long-range planning, 
Which has so far led to two sub¬ 
stantive reports by an Ad Hoc 
conamittee set up for the purpose; 
and the matter of seeking alterna¬ 
tive methods of financing GHI 
homes, to be prepared for immin¬ 
ent lifting (by 1978) of the gov¬ 
ernment mortgage under which 
GHI has operated since its incep¬ 
tion. 

Having talked about the accomp¬ 
lishments he claimed for the board’s 
policies, Smith turned directly to 
some more controversial matters. 
He noted that during the past week, 
just before the meeting, a flyer had 
been circulated that made several 
charges against a past president of 
the corporation, and reminded the 
audience that during recent years 
the corporation had to go to much 
expenditure of time and money 
to (successfully) rebut allegations 
of a similar nature (this was Illus¬ 
trated graphically and amost com¬ 
ically by hundreds of pages of aud¬ 
itor’s reports, treasurer's reports, 
etc., which Smith held up for mem¬ 
bers to see). Saying that board 
members are members like every¬ 
one else, he asked those listening 
not to "give credence to those who 
spread dissension”; this plea was 
applauded by much of the member 
audiemee. 

Smith then related the recent en¬ 
counter of the corporation with the 
county’s Human Relations Commis¬ 
sion ©n the issue of barring unmar-

ried couples from GHI member¬ 
ship. He expressed his own hope 
that the corporation would win a- 
gainst the Commission in the courts 
(i.e. validate its present policy of 
barring unmarried couples) so that 
GHI “would be in control”, and 
asked members not to debate the 
issue until it has been settled in 
court. It would then be appropri¬ 
ate for the membership to discuss 
the issue further. ' 

Invitation to Members 

The president ot Greenbelt 
Homes ended his report to the mem¬ 
bership with a strong dppeal for 
those listening to “come to our 
board meetings - the board does 
listen” and declared “we need your 
input.” 

Pension Plan 

Member Mat Amberg, from the 
floor, asked what was the status of 
a proposed up-grading of the pen¬ 
sion plan for corporation employees, 
to which treasurer James Foster 
answered that the pension plan has 
been under consideration by the 
firm Banker’s Life for the past five 
months. This reply did not mollify 
Amberg, who expressed dissatisfac¬ 
tion with aspects of the proposed 
formula and still more annoyance 
with the insurance Arm’s attitude 
and delay. 

One other criticism of the pro¬ 
ceedings was made in an indirect 
implication by Henry Fisher, one 
of the candidates running for the 
board, who stated during his can¬ 
didate’s addess that “I have no 
slush fund.” Somewhat late in the 
meeting Katheine Keene, of the 
Nominations and Elections commit¬ 
tee. referring to Fisher’s remark, 
said that “no candidate has financ¬ 
ed his or her campaign in any way 
other than by “strictly honorable 
procedures” as far as the commit¬ 
tee was aware. 

The only item on the agenda of 
the meeting under “New Business” - 
a member petition aimed at chang¬ 
ing the resale formula for the twen¬ 
ty-nine townhouses and free - stan¬ 
ding homes - was tabled on a mo¬ 
tion by Mary Clarke, one of the 
petitioners and a townhouse mem¬ 
ber, who said she had found that 
“there is a great deal of misunder¬ 
standing” about the townhouse re¬ 
sale policy.

The pool cashier will 
sell season passes at the pool dur¬ 
ing the weekend and holiday. 

The Greenbelt Municipal Swim¬ 
ming Pool is one of the most com¬ 
plete facilities of its kind to be 
found in the metropolitan area. 
With three pools and accessory ser¬ 
vice areas, it is designed to meet 
the summer swimming needs of the 
entire community. And, these 
passes remain one of the most inex¬ 
pensive pool memberships in this 
area. 

Normal hours of operation are 1-3 
p.m. seven days a week for recrea¬ 
tional swimming. Morning hours are 
scheduled for structured learn to 
swim program, diving instruction, 
swim team, adult and children’s 
classes, junior and senior lifesaving, 
water babies program and syn¬ 
chronized swimming.

Golden Triangle Plans 

Owner-representative Kenneth 
Michael will present to the city 
plans for the development of the 
Golden Triangle property on Tues¬ 
day, May 31, at 8 p.m. in the Muni¬ 
cipal Building. The 57-acre tract 
is bounded by Greenbelt Road, 
Kenilworth Avenue and the Capital 
Beltway. Architects are Walton- 
Madden-Cooper. Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents are invited to attend. 

For years the hity council has 
requested an overall concept plan 
for the 57-acre tract. Some 9.84 
acres are already slated for con¬ 
struction of the Capital Cadillac 
Agency. (Part of this acreage is 
also earmarked for a storm deten 
tion lake). A 5-story commercial 
office building is on the drawing 
boards, and the State Highways 
Administration has indicated it will 
probably utilize five acres of the 
land for an access road that would 
lead to the Parkway, in the event 
the Southway ramp is closed.

In 
front is a semi-circle of flag stones 
surrounded by new sod. Mrs. Lil¬ 
lian McWilliams undertook the 
landscaping as her personal presi¬ 
dential project after noticing that 
the old shrubbery had overgrown 
the memorial. 

The city parks crew finished the 
stone work and plantings this week 
in time for the wreath laying ser¬ 
vice on Monday. 


APPROPRIATIONS MADE FOR NEW 
ADDITION AND PARCEL 1 PURCHASE

In swift succession City Council unanimously passed a number 
of important ordinances at its regular meeting, Monday, May 16 
So swiftly, in fact, that Councilman Charles Schwan asked council 
to pause for a moment to realize the far-reaching nature of what 
the city is about to undertake as a result. 


Council first appropriated $130,- 
000 from the Capital Improvement 
Fund. The money is needed to sup¬ 
plement the Federal Public Works 
grant for construction of the addi¬ 
tion to the Municipal Building. The 
cost of the addition will be about 
$72,000 more than the grant ($282,- 
860). Another $5,000 goes for unex¬ 
pected electrical work — power 
lines running from the present 
building to the swimming pool and 
Youth Center had to be moved prior 
to excavating for the basement of 
the addition. The remaining $53,- 
000 will be available for whatever 
remodeling of the existing building 
may be necessary before the po¬ 
lice station can expand into the 
entire first floor and Greenbelt 
CARES move ihto the second floor 
offices. 

Though ground breaking cere¬ 
monies were held on schedule, April 
11, actual construction was delayed 
until May 11 because of that electri¬ 
cal work. 

Next Council appropriated $315,- 
000, again from the Capital Im¬ 
provement Fund, for the purchase 
of 28 acres in parcel 1 in the north¬ 
east corner of Greenbelt (story ap¬ 
peared in last week’s issue of the 
News Review). 

Elderly Housing Facility 

The next * three actions move the 
Elderly Housing facility a few steps 
further along its slow and careful 
road to realization. Council first 
formally accepted Report No. 1 of 
the Elderly Housing Advisory Com¬ 
mittee (EHAC) on the schematic 
plans for the facility by the archi¬ 
tectural firm of Lawrence and 
Grimm. 

Both Council and the EHAC are 
ge nera lly satisfied with the con¬ 
ceptual plans. Council then in¬ 
structed City Manager, James K. 
Giese, to tell the architect to pro¬ 
ceed with further development of 
the plans which it had reviewed in 
detail on May 10 (story in last 
weeks News Review). Giese brief¬ 
ly ran through for council its con¬ 
cerns on some of the design fea¬ 
tures, noting that most of the 
points can probably be worked out 
with the architect to council’s sat¬ 
isfaction as details are refined. 

Council then provided the two or¬ 
dinances necessary to borrow up to 
$60,000 for interim financing of the 
project, for planning and design 
until such time as construction 
funds are obtained from the State 
of Maryland. The city is negotiating 
with Suburban Trust Co. lor a loan 
at 3% percent. The money will 
then be channeled into a special 
Elderly Housing Fund through 
which all monies for the elderly 
housing project will flow. (This is 
a budgeting technique used to keep 
all monies for the project separate 
from other city business.) 

City Cemetery 

Sometime ago the council, in con¬ 
sidering possible regulations for 
the small city cemetery, instructed 
staff to prepare an ordinance for 
the sale of lots. The ordinance, 
submitted for council’s considera¬ 
tion and introduced for first read 
ing by Councilman Richard Pilski, 
provides for the sale of a limited 


number of lots at $300 each. Pur¬ 
chase would be limited to Green¬ 
belt residents and persons associa- 
ted with Greenbelt. 

The funds received from such 
sales would be invested, with the 
interest being used to help defray 
the cost of maintenance of the cem¬ 
etery. 

Appointments 

Council received a letter from 
Jack Queen tendering his resig¬ 
nation from the Advisory Planning 
Board. Queen is moving out oi 
Greenbelt. 

Council reappointed four mem¬ 
bers of the Park and Recreation 
Advisory Board whose terms ex¬ 
pired this month: Reverend Kex- 
neth Buker, Thomas V. Greer, Jo- 
Anne Volk and Joseph Wilkmson. 

Insurance 

Council determined to go ahead 
immediately with obtaining pvMs 
official liability insurance through 
the Republic Insurance Group and 
the National League of Cities. The 
insurance would provide coverage 
for members of the city council, 
city manager, city clerk, and aR 
but two department heads. The city 
is interested in extending coverage 
to the chief of police, director of 
CARES, and members of the Em¬ 
ployee Relations Board, police ofllt 
ers and CARES professional afea# 
New Post Office 

Council received notice of a 5^ 
year review (1978-83) of Federal 
Capital improvements program 
which included: 1. construction of 
a sewer dump station and ©ani^- 
ground showers (1981), group tam¬ 
ping area (1983) at a cost of $326,- 
000 at Greenbelt Regional Park; 
2. additional facilities (1978-79) at 
Goddard Space Flight Center at a 
cost of $8,600,000 and 3. a new 
Greenbelt Post Office (1980’ lor 
$800,000. 

Council was surprised by the pos* 
office planvS and Inst me ted Gieae t« 
talk with postmaster Emory Bar¬ 
man to see if he could learn the 
details. A new facility would per¬ 
haps require 3-5 acres, according fc 
Councilman Richard Cawtaldl 
Councilman Tom White suggested 
the post office could have two ia- 
cilities: keep the present location 
for postal boxes, sale of stamps and 
other window sendees, and in¬ 
struct a second facility to 
the sorting and distribution of mat 

Council viewed the other twe 
items favorably.

Council Discusses Pros and 
Cons of Raising Its Salary

The City Council wrapped up its budget work sessions Tues¬ 
day, May 17, with a lengthy debate over raising the salary and 
the transportation fund for next year’s council. The session was 
primarily geared to discussion and evaluation of administrative 
details although they also introduced an idea to create a new 
account under the Reserves Fund for land acquisition and improve- 
ment. 


Recreation Review 

The Spnnghill Lake 1 


Council members spent nearly an 
hour arguing whether it was jus¬ 
tifiable to raise the salary of next 
year’s council. City Manager James 
K. Giese pointed out that council’s 
salary has not been raised from the 
current $2,000 in four years, while 
the cost of living index has in¬ 
creased 48% and city employees 
have received a 35% increase. May¬ 
or Gil Weidenfeld felt that a raise 
was warranted, especially since this 
is an election year and they would 
not necessarily be raising their own 
salaries. Councilman Charles 
Schwan concurred with the mayor, 
and Councilmen Richard Pilski 
proposed a $500 increase. 

Councilman Thomas X. White 
was adamantly opposed to the sal¬ 
ary boost, stating, “A part-time 
elected official is given a nominal 
sum of money ... it should not 
be tied to the cost of living index. 
It would be easy to rationalize in¬ 
creasing it to $5,000 (on that basis) 

. . . (The salary) is commensurate 
with those of elected officials in 
Prince Georges and Montgomery 
Counties.” To this comment Pil¬ 
ski replied by reading a list of sal¬ 
aries of city officials in the metro¬ 
politan area, with the conclusion 
that in fact Greenbelt provides a 
much lower salary considering the 
size of the city and the amount of 
services rendered. 

“To get personal, Councilman 
Pilski has been elected 5 or 6 times 
and has served as mayor ... It 
is worth it to the city to pay him 
the extra $500 for all that experi¬ 
ence,” was the way Schwan summed 
up his feelings on the matter. 

Councilman Richard Castaldi 
was not totally against the increase 
but felt that it would be better put 
to use if it were applied to the 
Transportation and Subsistence 
fund. The fund is used to reimburse 
Council members for travel expen¬ 
ses incurred while attending meet¬ 
ings for the city. Castaldi pointed 
out that there are many meetings, 
such as the National League of 
Cities, where it would be valuable 
to have more than one member of 
Council attend. 

The Council unanimously agreed 
that such meetings are valuable, 
but again Councilman White disa¬ 
greed with the way the fund was 
being used. His contention was 
that transportation costs for local 
or regional meetings such as the 
Council of Governments should be 
covered by Councilmembers’ sala¬ 
ries, without having an additional 
fund. 

“There is plenty of recompense 
in the honorarium of being an el¬ 
ected official in the City of Green¬ 
belt,” he said. 

Mayor Weidenfeld stated, “I don’t 
think there is anything wrong with 
receiving a small salary. I don’t 
think we should be reimbursing 
the city . . . (for our time and 
out-of-pocket expenses). It is a 
disincentive for activity if the sal¬ 
ary is to pay for traveling expen¬ 
ses. You save money if you don’t 
go to meetings.” 

After continued debate, it was de¬ 
cided that the mayor would pro¬ 
pose at the public hearing May 23, 
to raise Councilmembers’ salaries 
by $500, and to increase the trans¬ 
portation fund by $1,000, making a 
pool of *2,000 Council can draw 
from for trips to meetings. 

Reserve Fund 

Councilman Pilski made a sug¬ 
gestion toward the end of the meet¬ 
ing that a new reserve fund be set 
up, using the amount of revenue 
yielded from a 2c tax rate for land 
acquistion and land improvement. 
This is particularly pertinent be¬ 
cause of the recent purchase of por¬ 
tions of Parcel 1, and the proposed 
purchase of some acreage in Par¬ 
cel 2, in addition to all the new de¬ 
velopment taking place in the city. 
Council had been considering in¬ 
creasing the amount set aside for 
Capital Improvements to 5c. Set¬ 
ting up the new account would be 
an alternative to this, and would 


specify further how the money was 
to be used. 

Arthur Greene of 3-K Eastway 
Rd,, a thirty-four year Greenbeli 
resident, died on Fri., May 20. He 
is survived by his wife, Jane, his 
*ons Paul L, Greene of Randails- 
town, Md., Robert M. Greene of 
Silver Spring and four grandchil¬ 
dren. Greene was employed by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics as, a 
statistician.

Council Split on Hiring 
Of Full-Time Engineer

The addition of a full-time civil engineer to the city staff was 
•ae of several topics which stirred debate at Monday night's public 
hearing on the new city budget. 

vides transportation of prisoners. 
Fulgham estimated that this added 
at least two hours onto every ar¬ 
rest. Fulgham also requested more 
vehicles and equipment and a 12% 
pay increase for police officers, 
GreenbeJt CARES 
The sharpest citizen criticism of 
the evening came from Joseph Han- 
yok during a discussion of the 
funding of Greenbelt CARES. Han- 
yok said the entire program should 
be thrown out of the budget. Coun- 
cilmen Schwan and White defended 
the Youth Services Bureau pro¬ 
gram. White noted that many of 
the Greenbelt CARES programs are 
supported by volunteers and said 
that he could make as good , a case 


Councilman Thomas White spoke 
in favor of the proposal. Citing new 
development now underway or about 
to begin at Greenbriar, Windsor 
Green, the Golden Triangle, Spring- 
fetU Lake North, and the Stid¬ 
ham property, White said that the 
•fty could use an engineer to pro¬ 
vide close inspection of the con¬ 
struction sites in order to assure 
that the work meets required stan¬ 
dards. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld and Coun¬ 
cilman Charles Schwan also sup¬ 
ported the budgeting of funds to 
hire an engineer. But Councilmen 
Richard Pilski and Richard Cas- 
WSdi were opposed saying that they 
«w no need for a civil engineer 
«a the city staff at this time. 

Speaking from the audience, Ge- 
•age Loutsch said that he favored 
the present policy of using consul¬ 
tants as needed rather than adding 
another employee to the city pay¬ 
roll 

Gity Manager James Giese point¬ 
ed out that the need for engineer¬ 
ing services will be increased over 
the next 3 to 5 years, and he esti¬ 
mated that road inspection fees a- 
loaie would pay the engineers pro¬ 
posed $14,000 salary during that 
period of time. In addition the city 
would have the benefit of full-time 
engineering expertise on the staff. 

Police Request 

The council heard David Ful- 
representing Dodge #32 of 
tfce Fraternal Order of Police, out¬ 
line his organization’s request for 
an increase in the size of the police 
farce by 8 officers. The proposed 
budget provides for 1 additional 
•nicer. Chief of Police Lane had re¬ 
quested 3 uniformed officers and a 
•emmunication specialist. 

Fulgham said that the 8 officer 
increase is necessary to maintain 
Hie present level of police services 
in light of the current growth of 
Hae city, particularly at Greenbriar 
wad Windsor Green. He also cited 
an increased burden on Greenbelt 
patiec in making arrests brought 
kwul by the cut-back in services 
provided by the County Sheriffs 
•fcoe, which no longer pro- 


for expenditures on CARES as on 
various other city programs. 

Council was very receptive to a 
suggestion from George Loutsch 
that the tennis facilities be made 
self-supporting. White and Pilski 
favored fees for tennis court use. 
Castaldi felt the fees should be high 
enough to take care of all the cost* 
of the tennis court maintenance 
and electricity. 

Only a handful of Greenbelt cit¬ 
izens turned out to comment on the 
proposed $2,060,400 budget for 1977- 
78. This amount represents an in¬ 
creased expenditure of $203*650 over 
last year, without, however, any in¬ 
crease in the tax rate. Council will 
hold one more general work session 
on the budget before final adoption 
on June 6.
